Irish republic, living under territory 
claimed by Great Britain 
and

adopted son of the Indians. 
His initiation into the tribe took 
place at Reserve before 5,000 people, 
every community for 50 miles from 
that place being represented. 
The initiation 
was accompanied! 
ny aa elaborate Indian ceremonial, 
including dances. 
The “ president” arrived from Mil­ 
waukee at 10:57. 
At Reserve he as­ 
sisted at a requiem mass for the In­ 
dian soldiers who had died 
in

war. 
His speech followed dinner at 2 
o'clock and one part was devoted to 
the white people and the other to 
the Indians. 
To the white people he 
said he had come to America in the 
belief that this country would rec 
ognize the Irish republic.

Marine Workers of Many Coun­ 


tries to Be Formed Into 


“One Big Union.’’ 


MOVEMENT W ELL UNDER WAY 


Documents Show That South Amerl. 
can Nations, With Ireland, Spain 
and Holland, Are Concerned- 
General News of Labor. 


A plan of the I, W. W. to organize 
tho marine workers of several Euro­ 
pean and South American countries 
Into “one big union" was disclosed iii 
letters seized In the raid on the New 
York headquarters of the organization 
a few weeks ago and submitted us evi­ 
dence when the Joint legislative com­ 
mittee resumed its Inquiry into radical 
and seditious activities in New York 
state. 
The letters, written by various or­ 
ganization officials, showed that mu­ 
rine workers were being organized Into 
the Murine Transport Workers* Indus­ 
trial union No. 8 of the I. W. W. Due 
of the documents read Into the record. 
dated Chicago. June IO, was written 
by James Scott, who bad been made 
acting secretary and treasurer of the 
uTtlon. 
It stated that efforts were under way 
to organize the transport workers of 
Argentina, Chile. Cuba, Mexico, Ire­ 
land. Spain and Holland, and that op­ 
erations would he extended to other 
countries as funds became available.

Information that returned soldiers 
are compelled to pay BO per cent of 
their first month's salury to Chicago 
employment bureaus in order to get 
the same kind and class of Jobs that 
they can get free at the employment 
bureuu for returned soldiers, sailors 
and marines, bas come to the bureau 
from several sources, according to of­ 
ficers of Uncle Sum's Job bureau. 
Soldiers report that they are com­ 
pelled to sign u number of notes for 
$T> each, enough to make OO per cent 
of tile first month’s salary and leave 
them with their applications for Jobs 
after paying $1! for one year’s r 
frat Ion. 
Directors at tho soldiery’ bureau 
assert that such methods are both un­ 
just to the soldier and unpatriotic, be­ 
cause the men who offered all they 
have to the service of their country 
have ttie right to get a Job Iii the In­ 
dustrial 
w o r l d 
without 
pitying any 
such tribute as (kl per cent of their 
first-month’s salary. 
, 
All employers are requested, say 
these directors, to register their open 
positions with the soldiers' Job bu­ 
reau exclusively, 
“It frequently happens," one depart­ 
ment manager said, “that a soldier 
after waiting some time for a 
Job 
from the bureau registers also at one 
of tile local employment offices. 
Ile 
finds when a Job Is offered him from 
the psy-as-you-enter concern that he 
has the same Identical Job waiting for 
him when he makes his next visit at 
tile employment bureau for soldier*. 
“Had lie taken She Job from the bu­ 
reau he would not be required to pay 
any cost, but as It happens be must 
assign the greater purl of bls first 
mouth’s salary to the civilian bureau 
from which he took the Job.”
